Every year there are coined at the United States mints what are known as proof sets of all 
the coins of the country, which can be purchased by any one desiring them, and as collectors 
want a complete set for each year, the number of coins struck off annually is considerable. This 
year the demand for these proof sets will be much larger at the mints than usual, as there has 
been no minor fractional silver coined, and consequently no one has any bearing the date. The 
mints, however, will coin proof sets, and these on account of the small number coined, will in 
time become very valuable. Already numerous inquiries are being received at the mints as to 
when these proof sets will be struck off.
